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Greetings 


Dear Citizens of Union: 

Another year has passed us by, and in passing has left its mark 
on many things. We are older — and we hope wiser. Our Town, 
even though under the ever present inflation, is progressing. Many 
things have been accomplished this past year. Union is now 
entered in the Maine Betterment Program; signs denoting this have 
been erected at both the East and West entrances on Route 17. 

Much work was done at Ayer Park, and more will be done this 
coming year. Grading and seeding and 400 feet of curbing were 
completed on the Union Common. Trash cans were placed at 
convenient places. The area in front of the Odd Fellows Block, 
which has been an eyesore for many years, was paved. 

The bad right angle turn near the Arlie Burns residence was 
eliminated and a long easy curve was constructed there. Also that 
section from the curve to the Warren line was tarred, and more 
will be placed there this year. At the base of Carroll Hill, a larger 
new culvert was placed there and the grade brought up. The hill 
was also tarred. 

A new section of State Aid Road from True’s Bridge, beyond 
the Hannan Residence was reconstructed. A section of the Butler 
Road was ditched and graded and many new larger culverts were 
installed. A new bridge over Crawford Stream was constructed 
and about 1000 feet of new construction on the Miller Road was 
also done, under the T. R. |. Fund. 

Some clearing was done over at Happy Hollow on the lot which 
the Town owns. Several thousand feet of timber were cut and 
converted to lumber, which was used in the construction of an 
addition to the salt and equipment sheds. A gravel and sand pit 
was opened up on the above lot and several thousand yards were 
used in our road work. 

New modern Election Booths have been installed in the Thomp- 
son Memorial Building; and thus, have done away with the old 
rickety ones which had to be set up every time an Election occurs.

He belonged to several orders and was, at the time of his demise, 
our Representative to Legislature and a member of our Budget 
Committee.

Report of Public Health Nurse 


ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICES IN UNION IN THE YEAR 1970 


Public health nursing service was provided by a staff member 
of the Division of Public Health Nursing. The goal of the program 
is the promotion of health, prevention of disease, and the re- 
habilitation of individuals and their families. Professional nurs- 
ing care of the sick is provided by the Mid-Coast Home Health 
Agency. 

Forty-nine visits were made directly to patients and their 
families or to a physician, social worker, or school personnel in 
their behalf. Ninety-eight percent of these visits were to patients 
with health problems, while the remaining two percent were 
made to well persons needing health supervision. Fifty percent 
were made for the benefit of the school age child. Seven patients 
resolved their health problems, and three moved away. 

School and community health activities were planned in close 
cooperation with the Union Health Council. One hundred and 
twenty-nine children in selected grades were given medical 
examinations by the school physician to detect defects which 
might impair the child’s ability to learn, and to encourage health 
practices for maintenance of good health. Dental care was the 
most usual recommendation made by the physician, Arnold 
Walker, D. O. 

School age children whose parents requested the service were 
given immunization against disease. Protection against Rubella 
for children in kindergarten through grade six was offered for 
the first time. 

One hundred and twelve persons attending kindergarten, 
seventh grade and school personnel requested and were given a 
skin test for tuberculosis. All were negative. 

Members of the health council volunteered their time to give 
hearing and vision screening tests to all elementary school 
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children. Those found with probable defects were referred 
to the nurse for appropriate follow-up. 

Your nurse discussed the school health program with parents 
and obtained the medical history of each child as part of the 
pre-school registration. 

The Union Health Council invited health committee members 
from Appleton and Washington to form a regional three-town 
committee to provide continuous child health conferences through- 
out the year. Five child health conferences were held in Union, 
two of them sponsored by the combined group. Thirty infant 
and pre-school age children not under the care of a private 
physician received medical examination, health counseling and 
immunization as recommended by the attending physician, 
Arnold’ Walker, D.O. Two children were referred to private 
physicians for specialized care. 

All immunizations given in the total program are summarized 
as follows:

COMMENTS 
SCOPE OF AUDIT 
The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Cash 
accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank statements and/ 
or by bank confirmation. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celed checks were examined on a selective basis. Letters of con- 
firmation were used, on a test basis, to determine the correct- 
ness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources was 
examined and checked to pertinent records. Trust and reserve 
fund transactions were checked. Surety bond coverage was de- 
termined. 

Operational Results 

The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended de- 
partmental balance of $10,828.87 was lapsed to unappropriated 
surplus, per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 
Unexpended Balances $11,406.93 
Overdrafts 578.06 


Net Unexpended Balance $10,828.87 


The overlay and unexpended balances in the general govern- 
ment, roads and bridges and truck-plow accounts were the major 
factors contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. 


General 
The use of revenue derived from excise taxes and transfers 
from surplus for specific current year departmental operations 
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were voter authorized at the regular and special town meetings. 
The issuance of notes to assist in financing the fire truck, state 
and highway construction and mapping projects were also voter 


authorized. 


In order that audit costs be kept at a minimum it is suggested 
that monthly trial balances be taken from the accounting records.
